In Ontario it is impossible to secure 

# new license without the consent of 
the majority of the polling subdivis- 
ion, Here it is only required that ten 
out of the nearest twenty householders 
should be favorable—and those may 

have been imported for the occasion. 

In Ontario any number of voters 
; May petition for the cancellation of a 
license or protest against the issue of 
4 new One but here not fewer than 
seven can do so and these in order to 
have a hearing must stake ten dol- 
lars On their success, 

In most of the provinces a munici- 
pality may on a majority vote, ex- 
clude all licenses; ‘but here it requires 
a three fifths majority—making the 
vote of two ‘‘wets’’ equal that of three 
“drys’’—and yet, though thus handi- 
capped. the ‘drys’? must stake one 
hundred dollars on their own success, 

In the majority of the provinces a 
municipal council may set a limit 
to the number of licenses—lower than 
that of the lic®nse act. Here they have 
no such powers. 

In Alberta the bars may be open 
longer than is permitted by most of 
the provinces, and on several holi- 
j days, on which our taverns do their 
heaviest trade, their hotels must close 
their bars. 

In view of these things, the points 
in which our laws excell—The greater 
population required to secure a lie. 
ense, ete.—-may be outweighed by the 
inferior leaving no real ground for 
Doasting.

Extracts from the Rules 
Relating to Private Bills. 


52. All applications for Private Bills, 
properly the subject of legislation by the 
Legislative Assembly of Alberta, within 
the purview of ‘The British North Am- 
erica Act, .1867,”" whether for the erec- 
tion of a bridge, the making of a rail- 
road, tramway, turnpike road, telegraph 
or telephone line, the construction or 
improvement of a harbour, canal, 'ock, 
dam, slide, or other like work; the 
granting of a right of ferry; the incor- 
poration of any particular trade, or call- 
ing, or of any joint stock company; or 
otherwise for granting to any individual 
or individuals, any exclusive or peculiar 
rights or privileges whatever, or for do- 
ing any matter or thing, which in ts 
operation would affect the rights or pro- 
perty of other parties, or relate to any 
particular class of the community; or 
for making any amendment of a like na- 
ture to any former Act, shall require a 
notice, clearly and distinctly specifying 
the nature and object of the application, 
and where the application refers to any 
proposed work, indicating generally the 
location of the work, and signed by or

TWO YEARS FOR FORGERY. 


Lucien Houle, found guilty by «18 
honor Judge Taylor in the District 
court yesterday of forging the name 
of E. J. Taylor to a cheque for $11.75 
apd uttering the same, was sente- 
ced this morning to serve a term ¢f 
two years in the Alberta penetenti- 
ary. Four charges were brought 
against Houle, two of forgery and two 
of uttering or negotiating checks 
knowing them to ‘be false. Houle 
eame to Edmonton from Montreal n 
Angust of_jast year. His record is 
none too clean though there ar? no 
previous convictions against him, 
The sentence passed on Houle is a 
very light one consideraing the fact 
that the law provides as a maximum 
penalty for forgery, life irmproson- 
ment. Mr. Cogswell conducted the 
case for the crown and Mr. Mackie re- 
presented the accused. 

Bernard Emblim, of Strathcona, was 
also brought up for trial this morn- 
ing on forgery charges. There are 
six charges against him of forgery 
and uttering three checks, $4, $1 and 
$1 in amounts, signed A. Réeves. a 
First street grocer for whom Emblin 
worked for a short time in January 
last. One of the checks was passed 
on Mr. Lawrance, proprietor of the 
Bijou theatre, of which Emblin was a 
frequenter. Mr. Cogswell | was the 
prosecuting attorney and F. D. Byers 
appeared for the defence. 

Two other cases of forgery are to 
come before the court un the conclis- 
ion of the trial of Emblin which is be- 
ing proceed@d with this afternoon. 
Four forgery cases at one sitting of 
the court is a very unusual occurance, 
indicative almost of an epidemic of 
criminal check-signing.

An adjourned meeting of the city 
council was held last night to dis- 
cuss the amendments to the city char- 
ter which are to pe asked for at the 
coming session of the Legislature. 
The chair was occupied by Acting 
Mayor Armstrong and the members 
of the council now in the city were ‘n 
attendance. 

The principal change proposed in 
the city charter was in the proposal 
to impose a 95 per cent. surtax upon 
unsubdivided pfoperty in the city 
limits. This would hit hardest at the 
Hudson’s Bay company who hold 4! 
large track of land which is still ‘n 
its primative state. The council how. | 
ever did not accept the proposal whichy| 
arose from the commissioners, but an | 
increrse in the assessment may be | 
made which wil] result in more pro- 
perty in the city limits being opened 
up for residence. 

City May Issue Stock. 

As it is likely that city securities 
may be placed dir’ct on the London, 
Eng. markets in future instead cf 
through bond brokers as at present, 
an amendment will be asked for 
whereby the city may issue stock in- 
stead of debentures. Stocks are more 
acceptable to English capitalists than 
debentures. 

Another amendment has as its ob- 
ject the giving of corporations the 
same rights to vote as individuals. At 
the present time 4 corporation has 
only one vote whereas an individual 
may have four. 

Among the other amendments the 
city will ask the extending of the 
polling hours in municipal elections 
till 8 p.m. 

Svecial Water Tax. 

Power will be asked to levy a spec: | 
ial water tax along the line of water- 
works extensions to assist in paymint 
of debentures. 

The city wish ‘power to remove
